In some quarters the mention of 
“scale and nature” was interpreted 
as meaning the council would be 
left free to set a lower scale of 
relief in enemy countries, and ‘if 
supplies were scarce, to bypass 
them completely except for such 
supplies as the military deemed 
necessary. 

That the UNRRA may concern 
itself with the resettlement of Ger- 
mans who have moved into occu- 
pied countries was indicated by a 
section of a report by the commit- 
tee on repatriation, which said: _ 

“While it is obviously not the 


purpose of UNRRA to assist ene- 
'my subjects, the fact that in very 
‘numerous cases such persons have 


been forcibly intruded into, and 
settled in, the former homes of the 
United Nations nationals whose re- 
turn to their homes it will be one 
of UNRRA’s main duties to assist, 
makes it necessary for UNRRA to 
concern itself with them, if only 


‘to insure that the homes in ques- 
‘tion may be made available again 
for their rightful owners as soon 


as possible.” . 

The committee on repatriation 
estimated that 21,000,000 people 
now were away. from their former 
homes as forced laborers, war pris- 
oners, or refugees. 

In a provision aimed at control- 
ling postwar epidemics, the com- 
mittee on scope left the door open 
for UNRRA to work in countries 
other than member nations. This 
would permit UNRRA’s health au- 
thorities to follow disease out- 
breaks into Sweden, Switzerland 
and Spain, if the governments of 
those countries consented.

Children Start 


Clothes Salvage 


School children of Georgia are 
mobilizing an army of their own 
to collect salvage clothing for the 
peoples of war-torn countries. 
Sponsored by Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs and backed by 
Georgia Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, the nation-wide cam-‘ 
paign launched by the Salvage Di- 
vision of War Production Board 
got under way yesterday. 

Atlanta led off with contribu- 
tions collected by Robert (Bobby) 
Sharkey, student government pres- 
ident, Boys’ High, and Sue Coslett, 
a student leader at Girls’ High. 
Fulton county was represented in 
the first deliveries by a large bun- 
dle brought in by Bobby Gambrell 
of North Fulton school. 

To Hold Canvass. 

Throughout this week and next 
week children all over the state 
will canvass their communities 
from house to house. Household- 
ers are urged to have their cloth- 
ing contributions laid aside and 
ready for the call. Rags are want- 
ed in huge quantities by the armed 
forces and industry. They are 
vital in cleaning guns and ma- 
chinery. 

- Young America is on the march. 

Figuratively, the children are on 
Hitler’s heels. As Nazi armies are 
driven out of occupied countries 
the forces of relief and rehabilita- 
tion move in to clothe and feed 
the liberated populations. 

Every type of garment is need- 
ed, particularly warm clothing for 
winter. Destroying what they can- 
not take with them, the retreating 
German armies leave desolation in 
their wake. The garments given 
from the wardrobe, the closets and 
the attics of American people must 
clothe the men, women and chil- 
dren of liberated countries. 

Useful Service. 

In this sell-out plan to bring 
every discarded garment and all 
bundles of rags into useful service, 
people are being asked to contrib- 
ute “all clothing not now being 
used and not designed for further 
use.” 

Children are planning to utilize 
the Thanksgiving holiday and the 
following Friday and Saturday in 
their intensive campaign. The col- 
lection will continue through next 
week, ending December 4. 

For the final assembly the cloth- 
ing and rags will be taken to the 
designated schools in each commu- 
nity where items will be sorted 
and classified. Through special 
arrangements perfected by War 
Production Board the National As- 
sociation of Dry Cleaners will han- 
die processing of all garments. 
Welfare chairmen of Parent-Teach- 
er groups will work with the 
teachers and the school children 
in sorting and classifying: dry 
cleaning establishments will pick 
up the bundles upon proper noti- 
fication. 

Of the clothing collected 90 per 
cent will be processed and shipped 
to Defense Supplies Corporation 
for foreign relief and rehabilita- 
tion; 10 per cent will go for local 
distribution through officially des- 
ignated agencies. 


Vv 
Republic Plants Lag; 
WPB Issues Threat 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 22.—(4/)— 
The War Production Board “is 
deeply concerned with a serious 
lag in production of steel plates 
produced by the Cleveland plants 
of the Republic Steel Corpora- 
tion,” Regional WPB Chairman 
John C. Virden said today, “and 
will take such action as the situa- 
tion warrants.” 

Virden’s statement came after 
Republic declared a slowdown at 
the concern’s continuous strip mill 
—converted to production of ship 
plate for the duration—resulted 
in loss of 30,000 tons since October 
10. William. F. Donovan, district 
director of the CIO-United Steel- 
workers’ Union, said the main 
cause of the difficulty was ap- 
pointment as supervisors of “peo- 
ple who don’t know anything 
about the job.” Republic declared 
the slowdown “followed directly 
the return to work” of foremen at 
the mill “after an illegal two-day « 
strike” which ended October 10.

Reynolds Declares 
True Isolationist 


Doesn’t Exist Here 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(#) 
Asserting “there is no such thing 
as an isolationist in this country,” 
Senator Reynolds, Democrat, 
North Carolina, called today for “a 
revival of nationalism.” 

One of a group who opposed 
repeal of the arms embargo and 
of the neutrality act as well as 
the passage of the lend-lease act 
prior to the war, Reynolds told 
the senate “we were smeared by 
the use of the word, isolationist.” 

“We are not isolationists,” he 
declared. “There is no such thing 
in this country. An isolationist 
would have to favor abandonment 
of the Monroe Doctrine and of 
commercial relations among na- 
tions. 

“We do consider favoring Amer- 
ica first, instead of giving so much 
time to problems of other parts 
of the world.”

“During the invasion of Italy 
and subsequent follow-up convoys, 
your actions while under enemy 
fire and air attacks were in accord 
with the best traditions of the 
United States naval service. It is 
with pleasure I commend you for 
your fine performance of duty 
during this period between Sep- 
tember 7 and October 9, 1943.”

Beirut Police 
Demonstrating 


CAIRO, Nov. 22.—(4)—The 
chamber of deputies and police 
headquarters in Beirut were re- 
ported occupied today by crowds 
of demonstrators who were joined 
by police in the Lebanese capital. 

Elsewhere in the small repub- 
lic, which has been torn by dis- 
turbances as the result of its ef- 
forts to attained full sovereignty 
in the French mandate, the Leb- 
anese flag flew. 

A British official here said the 
crisis was by “no means over.” 

An Algiers dispatch earlier in 
the day said a framework aimed 


derly government in Lebanon had 
been set up through action of the 
French Committee of National 
Liberation in reinstating Presi- 
dent Bechara Khoury and prom- 
ising to negotiate the question ot 
full independence. 

Serious misgivings were caused

justment of their wage dispute. 

Joining Senator Wagner, Demo- 
crat, New York, in efforts to ob- 
tain a speedy end to the contro- 
versy, which now revolves around 
Stabilization Director Fred M. 
Vinson's refusal to approve an 
8 cents an hour increase, George 
said he thought it unwise to bring 
the issue before congress at this 
time as proposed by Senator Tru- 
man, Democrat, Missouri. 

Wegner suggested that Vinson 
withdraw an alternative 4 to 10 
cents an hour sliding scale in- 
crease which the rail workers 
‘have rejected and grant the flat 
rate pay raise, despite Vinson’s 
contention this would break the 
Little Steel formula and make it 
impossible to Rold the line against 
inflationary wage boosts.

The way to win souls is similar 
to that employed in winning cus- 
tomers for any other sound com- 
modity.

It costs less to 
ship wine from California to New 
York city than it does from At- 
lanta. An aluminum company, 
with a main office in Ohio, drop- 
ped its plans to open a plant in 
Eatonton, Ga., because it found it 
could ship to areas in the south 
more economically from its Ohio 
plant than from a plant estab- 
lished in the south because of 
freight rates.” 

Factory Increase Figures, 

As an added point in‘his argu- 
ment, Oliver quoted figures to) 
show that Georgia, Alabama, Mis-

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No “Ghost Factory” 


Citizens of Marietta and Atlanta, and, for 
that matter, of all Georgia will be greatly 
cheered by the statement made in Atlanta 
Sunday night by Frank Russell, general man- 
ager of the National Aircraft Production 
Council, that the huge Bell Bomber Plant will 
not become a “ghost factory” after the war. 

“Bven if there be no private industry to 
take it over, as there well may be,” he said, 
“the aviation business and the Army Air Corps 
cannot allow it to become merely a ghost plant 
standing empty as a monument to the war 
production capacity of the industry.” 

The south has got but 7 per cent of the 
nation’s war plants and the south is therefore 
more interested than other regions in main- 
taining industry in those plants when the 
war is done. The industrial east and the 
highly favored west coast industrial regions 
can lose a large portion of their industrial 
development and not suffer. 

The south, as usual, will have to fight to 


keep what it has. 

That is but another reason for removing 
the discriminations in freight rates which 
exist in some measure, great or small, despite 
railway protests to the contrary. 

That is but another reason for Marietta and 
Atlanta to maintain a constant interest in 
this plant—which can be a great asset or 


liability.

Dots on the Map 

The landing of United States forces on 
the islands of Makin and Tarawa, among the 
Gilbert Islands, constitutes the longest stride 
yet in our Pacific fighting toward Japan. If 
the assault on the two islands is successful, 
as now appears probable, and if we can hold 
them and make full use of them, they will be 
important bases for future campaigns against 
the Marshall Islands to the north and against 
the great Japanase naval base of Truk. 

The new attack constitutes one end of a 
three-pronged drive which is designed to 
smash the outer ring of Japan’s Pacific de- 
tense and pave the way for the reconquest 
ot the Philippines and of other areas over- 
run by the enemy in those earfy days of late 
1941 and early 1942. 

The attacks on the Gilbert Islands mark 
the first time we have advanced from the 
South Pacific to points north of the equator. 

The tremendous problem of this war against 
Japan may be best realized by a study of the 
map. There the islands which today occupy 
the headlines of American newspapers are but 
dots on the map, so small that most maps do 
not even name them. Tiny atolls of the Pa- 
cific, yet strategically of tremendous impor- 
tance. They will, if we gain their full use, 
become airplane bases, stationary air carriers 
in midocean, within range of the next step in 
the drive on Japan proper. 

The doom of Japan is being written across 
the vast expanse of the Pacific ocean, written 
slowly, to be sure, but inexorably. 


Good Men Available 


It is gratifying to note that applications 
are pouring in from all over Georgia from men 
anxious to have a part in rehabilitating the 
state’s noxious prison system. 

“We have enough applications now in hand 
to assure that men selected for the first class 
at our new school for guards will be the cream 
of the crop,” says Major C. A. Williams, com- 
missioner of the Department of Public Safety, 
to whom the task of employing and training 
personnel for Tattnall prison has been dele- 
gated. 

The new school, which will be similar to 
the one operated for the training of members 
of the Georgia State Patrol, will be set into 
operation within the next 10 days. Selected 
candidates will be given extensive courses in 
practical penology under members of the staff 
of the Atlanta Federal Prison. 

They will be paid, moreover, adequate sal- 
aries, a fact which will inevitably result in the 
acquisition of better qualified men in these 
all-important posts. 


Russia as Postwar Market 

That the new friendship between the United 
States and Russia holds untold potentials for 
the benefit of both nations is becoming daily 
more evident. These potentials do not con- 
sist solely of victories in war, but extend far 
into the .coming postwar years. If we, and 
Russia, but continue the spirit of alliance 
which was so magnificently implemented at 
the Moscow conference of the foreign ministers 
of the four great Allied nations, there will be 
opportunity unlimited for commercial collabo- 
ration after the fighting is done. 

Stalin is credited with statements to the 
effect that Russia must have vast quantities 
of American capital goods for at least 25 
years after the war is over. Tremendous as 
has been the industrialization of Russia, the 
destruction wrought by the Germans in those 
areas they have occupied, will make necessary 
the importation of many articles needed by 


Russia. 


Stalin speaks in such quantities as 10,000. 


locomotives, 50,000 freight cars, tens of thou- 
sands of electric plants for farm use, hundreds 
of thousands of refrigerators, and so on. All 
these may be supplied by America if we will, 
thus providing a huge market for the products 
of our factories for many years to come. In 
this opportunity alone lies the greater part 
of the solution of the postwar problem of 
employment for our war workers. 

Of course, to pay for all these things Russia 
will have to sell, as well as buy. But she has 
inexhaustible stores of raw materials, items 
of which we shall be in need. If proper chan- 
nels of commerce, flowing in both directions, 
can but be arranged both nations should pros- 
‘per exceedingly by supplying the needs of the 
other. 

It is encouraging, therefore, to learn that 
an all-inclusive, définite economic arrange- 
ment between the two nations for future 
trade is now in the making, with Washington 
just as enthusiastic over the prospects as is 
Moscow.

There is no means of knowing how many 
mothers still proudly display the blue star of 
their son’s service who would, were it not 
for blood plasma, have had to change those 
stars to gold. 

The Red Cross is the agency through which 
we, at home, may thus contribute our blood 
for victory and for the life of our own fight- 
ing men. There is in Atlanta a Red Cross 
Blood Donor headquarters. There anyone in 
good health may give, without pain, without 
inconvenience, a pint of blood for this grand 
cause. All the prospective donor need do is 
telephone Walnut 9635 and make appointment. 

The Atlanta center has a quota of 900 
such pints of volunteer blood each week. 
Rarely, despite the patriotic response of thou- 
sands of citizens, does the center find it pos- 
sible to fill its weekly quota in full. 

There are thousands, tens of thousands, of 
Atlantans who could thus give a pint of their 
blood, yet who have never done so. There is 
honor waiting if they could only grasp it. The 
honor of sending forth their own blood to do 
frontline service in the cause of their nation’s 
defense and of world freedom.

Governor Dewey is known as a person who meticulously attends 
to all details. 

Can it be possible that he remembered that another Governor

One day last week, at the in- 
sistence of Paul Jones, the screen- 
wise young man who edits The 
sts vuwe C on stitution’s 
theater col- 
umns, I jour- 
neyed down 
Film Row to 
see a preview 
showing of a 
“Marca .oft 
Time” short 
subject. 

The theme of 
the picture was 
the juvenile de- 
linquency prob- 
lem which is 
causing anxiety 
in practically 
every section 
of the country. 
Not excluding Atlanta by any 
means. 

And, watching this short sub- 
ject, I couldn’t help thinking of 
another type of “problem” picture 
which has too frequently infested 
the film industry. 

Let me explain, by first trying 
to convey an idea of this new 
“March of Time” production. 

This deals with its subject de- 
cently and intelligently. It sets 
forth, in proper sequence, the ba- 
sic causes of juvenile delinquency 
in wartime. It touches on the 
children of homes where both par- 
ents are too occupied with war 
work to keep their homes proper- 
ly. It shows, too, those sad areas 
where overcrowding has left 
youngsters to try and grow up in 
trailer camps and other totally un- 
suited surroundings. 

It shows, briefly, the kind of 
joints where young people—or 
old people either, for that matter 
—should never be found. And it 
shows the dangers when young 
girls are permitted to wander 
around the crowded city streets at 
night. 

Then, however, it shows the 
great work being done in many 
places to fight these tendencies 
toward evil. The properly con- 
ducted recreation centers, the 
dances and parties properly super- 
vised. And it brings out the fact 
that, given the chance, nine of ten 
of our young people prefer these 
good places to the other kind. 

And so on. It is; in fact, a de- 
cent, honest and informative film 
on a subiect that is fast becom- 
ing, if it has not become, an urg- 
ent national problem.

subject. With, of course, profits at

You’ve seen ’em. Dealing with 
what they euphoniously call “the 
social evil,” or with sexual dis- 
ease. Nasty, disgusting, sensation 
tinglers whose sole effect, if they 
are shown, is to aggravate the con- 
dition they falsely pretend to wish 
to cure. 


They are generally brought-into 
town by some “fly-by-night” man- 
ager who argues with the opera- 
tors of any theater or hall where 
a screen and a projection machine 
can be found, cniefly on the line 
of the tremendous box office take 
recorded in other towns. He'll 
probably have pictures of crowds 
thronging the lobbies of various 
theaters, with the title of his pic- 
ture on the marquee, or “of long 
queus at the said box offices. 


He’ll offer ’most any sort of a 
percentage contract the local thea- 
ter operator wants, to get his film 
in. He will, in some instances, get 
a thoroughly worthy, though gulli- 
ble, local organization to “sponsor” 
the showing. For which he will 
promise then, say, 5 or 10 per cent 
of the net receipts. And, when he 
gets through figuring the “net” 
will have shrunk to a minute total. 

The picture itself will be a 
cheaply made “drama of life” with 
actors nobody ever heard of. It 
will be the work of a scenarist you 
know to be the rankest amateur 
after you’ve heard a couple of 
lines of dialogue. 

And it will be a gruesome pic- 
turization of a phase of life which 
should not be so displayed just to 
make money for some sharper. 

And the final clincher on such a 
film will be the use of the “per- 
formance for men only,” and “for 
women only,” as a further “come- 
on” for the box office. 


We Are 
Improving. 

If future films dealing with 
more or less delicate subjects are 
along the same line as this “March 
of Time” film on juvenile delin- 
quency, instead of the wretched 
stuff too often shown as “problem, 
educational film,” we are, in fact, 
improving. 

For this film contributes matter 
of value to a most serious subject. 

Whereas the other kind only 
cater to the evil side of human na- 
ture, seeking to make box office 
coin out of depraved craving for 
sensationalism in forbidden sub- 
jects. .

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


POSTWAR PROSPECTS WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Any idea 
that the postwar world will be 


marked by another international depression, such as that which 
plagued the nations during the early ‘30s, is fast being dispelled 
by the economists. 
w set of factors is beginning to appear on the 
postwar horizon. The accumulating demands 
for civilian goods, plus the heavy destruction 


brought by the war and the curtailed produc- 
tion of all but essential supplies, is building up 
a backlog of orders that seems certain to keep 
business and industry humming for several 
years after the conflict ends. 

To appreciate the change taking place in the 
outlook, it is only necessary to remember some 
of the direful predictions being made about the 
time of Pearl Harbor. Then the economists 
were visualizing a postwar future disrupted by 
the forces of readjustment—the transition from 
a war to a peace basis, with millions of work- 

: ers thrown out of employment and the conse- 
quent loss in purchasing power. 

The outlook today is epitomized by the situation that exists in 
the automobile industry. For almost two years now almost no new 
cars have been made. An accumulation of two years’ demand is 
waiting to flood the market when normal production is resumed. 
Millions of people the world over are anxious to replace their old 
machines, many of them worn out, with new ones. It will prob- 
ably take the automobile industry two years of full-time operations 
to catch up with the market. 


USING OUR RESOURCES The same is true of practically all 

civilian goods, For the most part, 
we have been traveling these past two years on reserves built up 
before the war. 

But there are still other factors entering into the situation. Offi- 
cials estimate, for example, it will take about $5,000,000,000 worth 
of food in the first postwar year to provide a minimum diet for the 
world’s hungry people. The United States, with all of its great 
agricultural industry, will hardly be able to supply more than 
several hundred million dollars’ worth, over and above what the 
Army can spare. 

Another billion or two will be required to provide the simplest 
clothing for an estimated 50,000,000 people who will be in dire need 
of clothes to wear. Estimates are if we should try to supply one- 
half or even one-fourth of this need, it would force strict clothes 
rationing here. 


TO RESTORE BOMBED AREAS But the great demand will 


come in the requirement 
for billions of dollars’ worth of materials and machinery to re 
store devastated areas of the world, principally in Europe, where 
the war’s destruction has taken a heavy toll of industrial estab- 
lishments. 

It is only necessary to remind that the present program of the 
Allied high command is to wipe out, through aerial bombardment, 
every vestige of industrial production in Europe that might be an 
aid to the German war effort. 

On the United States, Britain and Russia will fall the main load 
for supplying the world’s postwar needs. Before we get through 
with Germany there will be only a nucleus of industria! produc- 
tion left, while the same will be more or less true of the Axis 
satellite nations whose industrial facilities are being exploited by 
the Germans. 


ONLY ONE INTACT Alone of the three great Allied nations, 


our own facilities will be left intact. 
Russia has seen 500 miles. or more of her country invaded and left 
barren by the Germans. Britain has never fully recovered from 
the air blitz against her cities during earlier stages of the war. 

The postwar demand, therefore, is certain to put the heaviest 
strain on our capacity for producing the world’s needs, considering 
we will also have the problem of meeting our own accumulated 
demands. 

One of the questions troubling the minds of the economists is not 
the market that will be open for American goods, both here and 
abroad, but how our experts’ to other nations can be financed. 
These countries will have little to offer in exchange for whatever 
we are able to spare them in surplus goods. Even if they had gold 
with which to pay for their purchases, which they have not, we do 
not want that. The United States already has a monopoly on the 
world’s visible supply of the precious metal. | 
. All things considered, the outlook for the postwar world is far 
brighter, from the standpoint of prospective demand for goods, than 
anything that was visualized at the start of the war. 


RAPID READJUSTMENT There will be a period of read- 


/ justment, to be sure—the transi- 
tion period required to convert business and industry from a war to 
a peace basis. But there is no longer any prospect of this being 
prolonged. It will come about as rapidly as the change from peace 
to a war footing.

Patton Report 


Branded False 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 22.—(4)—<Allied head- 
quarters denied today that Lieu- 
tenant General George S. Patton 
Jr., ever was reprimanded by 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and said he is still in command of 
the American Seventh Army. 

Drew Pearson, radio commenta- 
tor, broadcast last night from 
Washington that General Patton 
had been “severely reprimanded” 
by General Eisenhower and ex- 
pressed the opinion that Patton 
would not “be used in combat any 
more.” | 

Pearson said Eisenhower's repri- 
mand followed an altercation in- 
volving Patton, a_ shell-shocked 
soldier in a Sicilian hospital, and 


the medical officer commanding. 


the hospital. Pearson said the ar- 
gument began when Patton order- 
ed the soldier from bed and the 
medical officer intervened. 

The headquarters announce- 
ment said: 

“General Patton is commanding 


'the Seventh Army, has command- 


ed it since it was activated and is 
continuing to command it. 

“General Patton has never been 
reprimanded at any time by Gen- 
eral Eisenhower or by anybody 
else in this theater.” 

The announcement said also 
that “no report has ever reached 
this headquarters of. any soldier 
refusing to obey an order by Gen- 
eral Patton.” . 

Pearson commented in Wash- 
ington: “I suggest that if General 
Eisenhower has not acted, as I 
was informed by high officials of 
the War Department, then the 
Truman Committee should inves- 
tigate immediately. The conduct 
of a general officer in wartime in 
command of large numbers of 


|troops is a matter of concern to 
all the American people.” 


Chairman Truman, Democrat, 
Missouri, of the Senate War In- 
vestigating Committee indicated 
the committee would not investi- 
gate. He told reporters that in- 
quiries “in either military strategy 
or discipline” are “not within the 
jurisdiction of our committee.”

Some 
are signed—but

sists: “Don’t use my name.” 

Why not? If the writer is a 
good and loyal citizen and anxious 
to serve the community why not 
go to bat under his—or her—own 
name? 

Why should I stick my neck out 
and have a dozen indignant letters 
written to the boss demanding I 
be fired without a recommenda- 
tion? This is not a muckraking 
column. There are two sides to 
every problem and I have neither 
time nor inclination to go snoop- 
ing around and digging up evi- 
dence and obtaining affidavits. I 
learned better than that in my 
first six months of a journalistic 
career. 

I will, however, devote a para- 
graph to one complainant, a man 
who says he waits for a bus every 
morning on Peachtree road near 
Buckhead and watches an auto- 
mobile a minute whiz by on the 
way to town—and nobody picks 
him up. One man—or woman—in 
the car. 

I can discuss that freely, be- 
cause I’m in the same situation. 
But I’m not,sore about it. 

It does seem that very, very 
many people who possess an A 
book or maybe a B or even a C 
feel free and unrestricted in use 
of gasoline and rubber. 

They pass me so fast I can feel 
the suction. One man or woman 
at the wheel. But their use of gas 
and rubber is not my affair.. They 
all may be meeting emergencies.

However, I can conceive of no 
duty which might impel them to 
slow down; stop and back up to 
give me a free ride to town. The 
bus will be along in a few min- 
utes.

“So some properties which 
were assessed fairly 20 years 
ago and which carry the same 
assessments now are heavily 
overtaxed. The property owner 
decides to sell and take a loss if he 
can find a customer. After all, 
he’s drawn a fine income from it 
since his grandfather left it to him. 


“His customer must have a cer- 
tain kind of business which can be 
operated profitably in that back- 
water. Many can—if they don’t 
depend on casual pedestrian trade. 
But they can’t afford to pay a 
price based on the values of 20 
years ago. 

“Of course, on the other hand, 
many business properties are 
worth far more than they were 20

The last time he 
tried it, his throat muscles refused to work. He was frantic. 


Bill lost weight and dreamed about all the good things he 
couldn’t eat. 

Then one night when his wife was out playing bridge, Bill said 
to himself: “I’ve got to settle this thing somehow or I'll starve 
to death—or go crazy. I’m going to eat something if I have to push 
it down my throat.” 

He trimmed two slices of bread, placed a thick slice of roast 
beef between them, and sat down by the kitchen table. He chewed 
the first bite into pulp, but when he was ready to swallow, his 
throat wouldn’t work. He couldn’t move a muscle. 


He began to tremble. The sandwich dropped from his shaking 
hand. The night was sultry and he was sweating freely, but he 
felt cold chills running down his back and his legs. He got to his 
feet and tried to walk the floor, but his knees gave way and he 
had - sit down. He realized that he was a sick man, and he was 
scared. 

Somehow he got to the telephone and called a doctor friend— 
a psychiatrist, which means a good medical man plus special 
knowledge. 

The doctor came quickly. He examined Bill’s throat and lis- 
tened to his story. He asked a.few questions. 


Then he said: “Bill, it would be a pleasure to kick you around 
the block.

If an 
escaped gorilla had entered the kitchen while your mouth was full 
of beef, you would have swallowed it unchewed, without any 
trouble.” 

That is a true story, and unfortunately not a rare one. When 
imaginative people let themselves worry, they are playing with 
dynamite.

OPA Contends 
Rent Controls Save 


One Billion a Year 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—( 
The OPA said today that if it were 
not for its controls, the nation’s 
rent bills would be $1,000,000,000 
higher this year. 

Basing this estimated saving on 
the results of a survey in 39 war 
prodtction centers, the agency 
stated that despite the slice, land- 
lords are better off than they were 
in 1939 and 1940. 

“Actual figures taken from the 
books of landlords throughout the 
country show that the rate of net 
operating income for apartment 
houses during six months of rent 
control was 34 per cent greater 
than in 1939,” said OPA. “The in- 
crease for landlords of small struc- 
tures over the same period was 36 
per cent.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(/)— 
The War Food Administration 
(WFA) is trying to arrange sub- 
sidy payments to producers of 
country butter—the type made on 
the farm — Representative Beck- 
worth, Democrat, Texas, said to 
day. | 

He made public a letter from 
WFA Administrator Marvin Jones 
in which the latter observed that 
subsidies had been paid on cream- 
ery butter since wholesale and re- 
tail dealers had been ordered to 
roll back prices, but that regula- 
tions did not provide for payments 
on country butter. 

“We have discussed this matter 
with both the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and the Office 
of Price Administration and have 
recommended that such payments 
be made,” Jones wrote.

Delayed-Draft 
Bill Is Passed 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(#) 
The senate passed and sent to the 
White House today legislation 
which would delay the induction 
of pre-Pear] Harbor fathers into 
the armed forces until after the 


nation’s supply of available single 
men had been exhausted. 

Because this delay would be 
possible only if it did not affect 
“the usual regular and orderly 
flow of the nation’s manpower 
into the armed forces,” there was 
some doubt of its practical effect 
on the drafting of fathers. 

The measure would strip War 
Manpower Commissioner Paul V. 
McNutt of all authority over se- 
lective service. It also would au-, 
thorize the President to appoint 
a commission of five physicians, 
three of them civilians, to review 
physical, mental and moral qual- 
ifications of the armed forces to 
determine if they can be lowered. 

There have been reports that 
McNutt would ask a presidential 
veto.

Roosevelt’s landing, presumed 
to be primarily as an observer, 
since he is with the Army instead 
of his own Leathernecks, marked 
his return to the atoll he assault- 
ed with Lieutenant Colonel Evans 
Carlson’s Marine raiders August 
17 and 18, 1942. The Marines at 
that time wiped out every one of 
the Japanese on Makin. 

The landings on Tarawa and 
Makin had thrown wide open the 
long-heralded campaign to _ dis- 
lodge the Japs from their mid- 
Pacific strongholds. 

Beachheads were established 
Saturday, it was announced Sun- 
day, and fighting continued, pre- 
sumably heaviest on Tarawa, ma- 
jor enemy base in the Gilberts, 
where the landing parties met 
their stiffest resistance. 

Only moderate opposition was 
encountered on Makin, said Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nimitz, supreme 
in the central Pa- 
cific, in his brief announcement.

Makin, about 25 miles to the 
north of Tarawa, has good anchor- 
age on Butaritari, largest isle in 
that atoll, and probably seaplane 
facilities. It was probably on this 
10-mile-long piece of sand waste 
that the invasion forces went 
ashore. 

“Powerful units of all types of 
the Pacific fleet,” said Admiral 
Nimitz, supported the twin thrusts. 
That would indicate a heavy bom- 
bardment of the enemy’s positions 
and support of carrief planes 
when the amphibious forces took 
to their boats.

They 
have enthusiasm and ability and 
they perform a remarkable and 
dramatic work in war coverage. 

“They are the type of men who 
go far beyond their assignments 
_and take risks in order to get news 
that is unusual as well as dra- 
matic. For instance, Daniel De-

ily and Italy, went into Jugoslavia 
and brought out the first eyewit- 
less story of the war about condi- 
tions in that country. In my 
opinion, it was an outstanding feat 
in news coverage.

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New Ways To Fix Apples, 
Make Pies, Salads, Cakes 


By Sally Saver. 


For its health-promoting qualities the praise of the apple has been 
duly sung. No further comment along this line is required, and 
probably no prodding is needed to induce you to make good use of 
this appealing red-cheeked fruit. However, these ways with apples 
may be new to you. Try them: 

APPLE SKILLET PIE. 

Make a rich biscuit dough. Roll it 1-8-inch thick. -Pat into a 
heavy, deep skillet, allow dough to come up over edge. Fill with 
partly cooked, sliced, tart apples. Sprinkle with 1 cup sugar and dot 
with 4 tablespoons butter or margarine. Fold extra dough toward 
center, leaving center open. Bake 10 minutes at 450 degrees, lower 
heat and finish baking at 375 degrees. Serve warm with top milk 
or cream. 

Here is a Waldorf salad that uses peanut butter in the dressing 
instead of walnut in the salad itself; i” 

WALDORF SALAD. ~/S 

Selecet well-flavored, firm apples. Do not peel the prettiest red 
ones, and cut in small dice. Mix at once, with 1 cup diced celery to 
2 cups of apples. Have dressing ready to mix immediately so that 
apples will not discolor. 

Dressing: Mix 1 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon dry mustard, 1-4 tea- 
spoon paprika, 2 tablespoons flour and 2 tablespoons sugar. Add 2 
egg yolks and beat well. Then stir in 2-3ds cup milk. Stir over hot 
water until mixture thickens slightly. Remove from heat and add 2 
tablespoons peanut -butter, blend well, then stir in 1-4 cup lemon 
juice, a little at a time. Cool before mixing with apples. This 
dressing may be made in advance and kept in a covered jar in 


refrigerator. 
DUTCH APPLE CAKE, 

Sift 2 cups flour with 3 teaspoons baking powder, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt, 1-4 cup sugar and 1-2 teaspoon cinnamon. Rub in 1-2 cup shorten- 
ing with a fork, and when blended, add 1 egg and 1 cup milk. Mix 
well, pour into an oblong greased baking pan. Peel, quarter and core 
about 3 large cooking apples. Cut in quarter-inch slices and arrange 
the slices in overlapping rows the length of the cake. Sprinkle with 
2 or 3 tablespoons sugar and a little cinnamon and sprinkle with 2

Physical Activity Necessary 
For Normal, Healthy Living

“At times,” he 
said, “I drank to excess because 
I felt the need of a stimulant or 
rather I just wanted to feel bet- 


ter.” 

In the present backward state 
of education in America it is un- 
likely that anything will be done 
to save millions of other children, 
youths, young men and young 
women, from following the path 


this product of higher education 
followed. To his people, his teach- 
ers and himself physical educa- 
tion was just a nuisance to be 
evaded as far as possible. 

In the ordinary sense nutrition 
means nourishment, nutriment, 
food. But here we use the term 
in the medical sense, or, as Web- 
ster defines it, “the sum of the 
processes by which an animal or 
plant takes in and utilizes food 
substances.” Stedman (medical 
dictionary) defines nutrition as 
“a function of living plants and 
animals consisting in the taking in 
and assimilation through chemi- 
cal changes (metabolism) of ma- 
terial whereby tissue is built up 
and energy liberated; its succes- 
sive stages are known as diges- 


tion, absorption, assimilation and 


excretion; in highly organized ani- 
mals digestion is preceded by 
mastication and deglutition (swal- 
lowing), and excretion is effect- 
ed by expiration (breathing out), 
perspiration (sweating), urination 
and defecation.” 

If breathing out is part of nutri- 
tion, breathing in (or inspiration) 
is part of nutrition. Taking in, 
absorbing, utilizing oxygen. Oxi- 
dation or combustion of fuel to 
provide the heat and energy re- 
quired for the vital functions and 
for muscular work, 

Reason why so many people, 
especially younger people, feel 
the need of a stimulant or a “good 
tonic” or a bracer nowadays is, 
in my opinion, that they suffer 
from oxygen deficit, that is to say 
they do not absorb enough oxygen 
to maintain optimal nutrition. 
Only too often they try to satisfy 
the body’s demand for more oxy- 
gen or rather to dull conscious- 
ness of the demand by indulging 
in a narcotic such as alcohol. 

Exercise increases absorption of 
oxygen. One may keep fairly well 
and live for years and years with 
little or no exercise, it is true. 
But no one can possibly enjoy 
optimal health for many years 
without a reasonable amount of 
work, play, exercise, daily.

Vitamins for War Prisoners. 

What vitamins would you sug- 
gest sending to a war prisoner in 
the Philipines? Regulations re- 
quire vitamins to be in solid form, 
not in glass, packed in paper car- 
tons, not likely to be affected by 
tropical heat.

Answer—wWar prisoner’s diet in 
Philippines most likely to be de- 
ficient in B-complex vitamins. I'd 
send B-complex capsules in mois- 
ture proof paper cartons. One a 
day supplies normal = require- 
ments of these essential vitamins. 
Two or three a day would be the 
ration for a war prisoner. 

No Dearth of Nurses. 

In a recent article you stated 
there were hospitals where young 
women without high school edu- 
cation may take nurse training. 


Please tell me where such a hos- 
pital in our_vicinity is. 
(Miss E. K.) 

Answer—What I said «bout 
that is: “Some of the most com- 
petent nurses I have known were 
women who had only a year or 
two of high school before they en- 
tered upon the study of nursing. 
When the need for new nurses be- 
comes really urgent, the hoity- 
toity nurse training schools will 
drop that requirement.” So far 
as I know they’re still hoity-toity. 

Cramps in Legs.
